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What a great bunch

The fact that this issue of Inside 
Soccer is a double issue (covering 
both the Wollongong and 
Morwell games) is an indication 
of just how much soccer the club 
is playing lately. 

In the frame of just 22 days, 
between our games with Brisbane 
played on Boxing Day and the 
match with Sydney United on 
January 16, the Blues will have 
played no fewer than seven 
games. That is virtually a game 
every three days — an incredible task for a team which is still 
only part time. 

Consider also that those seven games will involve trips to 
Adelaide and Sydney (twice) and the magnitude of the 
commitment required by the players and club staff can be 
measured. 

A team in a similar situation is Adelaide City which is under 
pressure because of the commitment of their players to the 
Socceroo squad. 

Sadly for the Adelaide giants they have struggled to put 
results together, with coach Zoran Matic clearly pointing the 
finger at his club's Socceroos. How does a player go from 
being his country's hero in one game to being a CCSL chump 
the next? It is a problem which has faced coaches for years, yet 
never one which has been adequately resolved. 

Some will tell you that it is because of the anti-climax 
experienced with dropping down a level to club football. 
Others will say it's mental or physical fatigue. 

Yet at South Melbourne it has been the exact opposite with 
our own Socceroo trio of Paul Wade, Mehmet Durakovic and 
Jason Polak putting in 100% effort every game. 

The other players at the club have responded equally and the 
results have been encouraging because of that. 

But that doesn't mean that it is fair to expect players to back 
up seven times in three weeks. It isn't. 

But it does mean that we have got the most committed bunch 
of lads in the league — their results have done the talking for 
them.

Peter Tsolakis is one of the unsung 
heros at Middle Park. These days he 
rarely grabs the headlines but his 
consistency has become something of a 
watchword since he signed from close 
Melbourne rivals, Heidelberg United, at 
the end of the 1987 CCSL season. 

In that time the sturdy midfielder has 
past the 200 games mark in the CCSL 
and has also netted a more than useful 
haul of goals in the top league.

"That is one of the important things 
about him, he is a personality at the 
club." 

Last season was maybe a bit quiet for 
Peter in terms of goalscoring.

ACCOUNT 


If reports in the media are to 
be believed — and they are 
seldom ever wrong — then a 
team from Perth will be 
admitted to the CCSL in time 
for the 1994/95 season. 

At this stage details are a 
little vague, if not downright 
secretive. 

But WASA President Frank 
Schaper makes no secret of 
the fact that his association 
has been "guaranteed" a place 
in the League next season. 

"We have already taken on 
a commitment to run a team 
in the new Singapurian Super 
League," says Schaper, "and 
we won't be going back on 
that." 

"But we would be looking 
at running two teams, one in 
Singapore and one in the 
CCSL - when we get in." 

The men from the Golden 
West are no strangers to 
Asian football and they have 
been making that particular 
challenge for nearly thirty 
years. 

In that time the WA State 
side has won the Merdeka 
Cup (1968), Indonesian 
Anniversary Cup (1971), the 
Marah Halim Tournament 
(1975 & 76) as well as the 
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writes John White 


Kings Cup (1983). 

And in the pre-national 
league days WA club football 
was also given more respect 
by the Eastern States. 

Perth entries were regularly 
accepted in the Australia Cup, 
the knockout tournament 
which was one of the 
catalysts for the formation of 
the first NSL in 1977. 

Perth Azzurri achieved 
some fine results in the 
Australia Cup - knocking 
over the likes of Melbourne 
Slavia, West Adelaide, 
Brunswick and South 
Melbourne. 

That win over the Blues 
was in 1968 when as WA 
champions Perth Azzurri beat 
both West Adelaide and 
South Melbourne 2-1, and 
then Brunswick before going 
out in the semi finals to 
Sydney City. 

Since the start of the CCSL 
there have also been clashes 
at club level including recent 
games between Adelaide City 
and Stirling (NSL Cup 1986 
1-1), Sydney Olympic and 
Floreat Athena (4-3 in 1986), 
Melbourne Knights and Perth 

2-2 in 1991) and Preston 
and Stirling (1991 in 0-2). 


Clearly then WA football is 
of a comparatively high 
standard. 

That should ensure that 
matches between South 
Melbourne and Perth are tight 
and full of excitement. 

That plus the fact that the

coaching job will likely go to 
Gary Marocchi, an ex 
Socceroo and Adelaide 
CCSL player who has turned 
his Perth Italia club into a 
production line of young 
talent. 

Players of the calibre of 
Shaun Murphy, Vince 
Matassa, Marc Wingell and 
Anthony Carbone are all 
Perth Italia products. 

Other notable WA players 
include Paul Donnelly, 
Robbie Dunn and Socceroo 
goalie Robbie Zabica who 
was signed up after he almost 
single handedly (pun 
intended) knocked Adelaide 
City out of the NSL Cup. 

That was in 1986 when the 
cup clash with Stirling was 
forced into a penalty shoot 
out before City escaped with 
a passage into the next round. 

And when Perth does enter 
the CCSL it is likely that the 
new breed of WA talent will 
become just as well known in 
the East. 

Players like Norrie Sutton, 
Scott Miller, Mike Roki and 
Tommy Maras. 

Watch out for these names 
when the Blues finally get a 
chance to avenge that 1968 
upset.

Wollongong City Wolves 
play host to one of the 
proudest reputations in 
Australian soccer. 

The direct successors to 
Safeways United, South

Coast United and before them 
Woonona-Bulli they have for 
over forty years been the 
flagship of soccer in the 
Illawarra region of NSW. 

But, despite that rich legacy 
of tradition, it has never quite 
materialised itself at CCSL 
level.

Last season everybody thought that they would be the league's easy—beats. Time proved that

This season, however, it has been a different story up in the Latrobe Valley and the Falcons 
have gone about recruiting the players necessary to establish themselves as a permanent 


member of the league. 


Falcons' coach Bobby McLachlan concedes that his target for this season isn't necessary 
qualifying for the finals — although the Scots born coach wouldn't say no to a place in the 


play-offs. 


"If we finish just outside the Top Six then I'd have to be happy with that," the realistic 
McLachlan says. "It would be a great boost to the club to make the play-offs but this season is 
al] about consolidating our position as a club." 

That doesn't mean that there is any lack of ambition at Morwell, but rather an air of 
pragmatism which is refreshing in a sport where ambitions and delusions are often confused 


as reality. 


Already this season the Falcons have completed their million dollar plus grandstand, lashed 
out a club record $25,000 to recruit John Markovski, brought in Dutchman Freddy Kruys, 
Yugoslavian Alex Djordjevic, snapped up Lachlan Armstrong from Scottish Premier League 
club Dundee, as well as recruiting extensively in the State Leagues in New South Wales and 
Victoria.

promise. 


Morwell are also one of the few clubs in the Jeague which play a British style of game. Their 
blend of big, solid front runners, tight defence and long, quick balls out of defence has caused 
more than a few teams a headache. 

And even if they don't make the finals the Falcons are providing variety to a league which is 


blessed with a rare mix of cosmopolitan soccer.
